Two days after passenger 
jet disappeared, officials 
continue hunt for answers

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia Officials investigat- 
ing the disappearance of a Malaysia Airlines 
jetliner with 239 people on board suspect it 
may have disintegrated in midflight, a senior 
source said Sunday, as Vietnam reported a 
possible sighting of wreckage from the plane. 

International police agency Interpol con- 
firmed that two passengers on the flight had 
used stolen Austrian and Italian passports, 
raising suspicions of foul play. 

An Interpol spokeswoman said a check of 
all documents used to board the plane had re-

vealed more “suspect passports” that were be- 
ing further investigated. She was unable to say 
how many, or from which country or countries. 

Malaysia’s state news agency quoted Home 
Minister Ahmad Zahid Hamidi as saying the 
passengers using the stolen European pass- 
ports were of Asian appearance, and criticiz- 
ing border officials who let them through. 

“T am still perturbed. Can’t these immigra- 
tion officials think ‘Italian and Austrian [pass- 
port holders} but with Asian faces,’ ” he was 
quoted as saying late Sunday. 

Nearly 48 hours after the last contact with 
Flight MH370, mystery surrounded its fate. 
Malaysia’s air force chief said the Beijing- 
bound airliner may have turned back from its 
scheduled route before it vanished from radar 
screens. 


“The fact that we are unable to find any 
debris so far appears to indicate that the air- 
craft is likely to have disintegrated at around 
35,000 feet,” a source involved in the investi- 
gations in Malaysia told Reuters. 

If the plane had plunged intact from close 
to its cruising altitude, breaking up only on im- 
pact with the water, search teams would have 
expected to find a fairly concentrated pattern 
of debris, said the source, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity because he was not autho- 
rized to discuss the investigation publicly. 

Asked about the possibility of an explo- 
sion, such as a bomb, the source said there 
was no evidence yet of foul play and that the 
aircraft could have broken up due to mechani- 
cal causes.

THE STOLEN PASSPORTS 

The passenger manifest issued by the air- 
line included the names of two Europeans— 
Austrian Christian Kozel and Italian Luigi 
Maraldi—who, according to their foreign 
ministries, were not on the plane. Both had 
apparently had their passports stolen in 
Thailand during the past two years. The BBC 
reported that the men falsely using their 
passports had purchased tickets togeth- 

er and were due to fly on to Europe from 
Beijing, meaning they did not have to ap- 
ply for a Chinese visa and undergo further 
checks.

Dozens of military and civilian vessels 
have been crisscrossing waters beneath the 
aircraft’s flight path, but have found no con- 
firmed trace of the lost plane, although oil 
slicks have been reported in the sea south of 
Vietnam and east of Malaysia.

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Millennials are far 
more careful with 
their finances than 

older generations say

Kids these days, right? 
The under-35 “Millennial genera- 
tion” is “lazy, entitled, selfish and 
shallow,” ac- 
cording to Time. 
“They often are 


YOUNG unable to think 
MONEY for themselves,” 


reports slate.com. 
“They don’t necessarily understand 
the value of money because many 
of them have no experience with it, 
and yet, incredibly dichotomously, 
they think they deserve to be highly 


paid,” says Business Insider. 


But recent data reveal that, at least 
when it comes to money, Millennials 
are far more careful than their “spoiled” 
reputation would suggest—and that will 
reshape the economy, for better or worse, 
experts say. 

“In a nutshell, [there will be} some 
short-term pain, but ultimately long- 
term gain,” said Greg McBride, chief fi- 
nancial analyst at bankrate.com. “In the 
long run, we’re all better served if Ameri- 
can consumers have more savings and 
less debt. But it’s going to take a while to 
get there ... for an economy dependent 
on consumer spending.” 

A survey commissioned by Bankrate 
last month found that 53 percent of 


18- to 29-year-olds had more savings 
than credit card debt, compared with 
47 percent of those aged 30-49. That 
kind of financial health is also reflected 
in other measures, McBride said. 

“We see that, I think, in a lot of differ- 
ent aspects of financial security,” he said. 

Chicago marketing firm Lab42 found 
that 66 percent of Millennials save extra 
money left over from a paycheck, and 
18 percent use it to pay off debt—and 
89 percent create a budget (though only 
20 percent always stick to it). Nearly two- 
thirds have at least three months’ worth 
of rent or mortgage payments saved. 
More than half contribute to a 401(k). 

Households headed by people young- 
er than 35 carry less credit card debt than 
older households—in fact, the share of 
those households holding any kind of 
debt has dropped to its lowest level since 
the government started keeping track in 
1983, according to a Pew report last year. 
The report also found that young people 
are buying cars and houses at a slower 
rate than previous generations did. 

In short, after living through a finan- 
cial crisis that led to the worst recession 
in generations, Millennials have become 
cautious: shunning, or at least delaying, 
traditional financial milestones that 
once were markers of adulthood. Some 
experts say that will have a calming ef- 
fect on the economy—but others say 
that kind of aversion to risk can adverse- 
ly affect young peoples’ prospects. 

“T feel like a lot of our gripe is that we 
inherited an economy where we aren’t 
able to thrive,” said Lisa Murphy, 24, 
who lives in Bronzeville with her grand- 
mother. “The ‘work hard’ rhetoric that’s 
been given to us doesn’t really hold true 
anymore, because the economy is so dif- 
ferent. The job market is so different.” 

Murphy spent a year and a half at Be- 
loit College in Wisconsin before drop- 
ping out for financial reasons. She is left 


steady. 


with medical bills and about $7,000 in 
student loans, but no credit card debt— 
“T don’t have credit cards,” she said. “I 
am terrified of it. ... I don’t trust myself 
to have a credit card.” 

Neither does Arika Kaosa, a freelance 
writer and artist in Lakeview. 

“T think overall I’m extremely finan- 
cially responsible,” she said. “I think one 
thing that has really helped me through- 
out my life so far is never having a credit 
card. ... ’m pretty aware of my finances 
and what I have to do.” 

“Tt’s hard to build credit if you haven't 
had it,” she continued. “I’m 27, and it 
does sometimes work against me, but 
I’m really not too worried about it.” 

And Kaosa and Murphy say home- 
ownership is barely on their radars. 

“T don’t know, that whole housing 
boom and fall sounds scary,” Murphy 
said. “I would like to have somewhere 
where I can establish myself ... [but] in 
the next 10 years? Probably not.” 

That attitude falls in line with current 
housing and credit trends, according to 
Marc Hayford, professor of economics 
at Loyola’s Quinlan School of Business: 
After the financial crisis, banks made 
it harder to borrow money, and fewer 
people had jobs—so not only do under- 
employed young people have a hard time 
getting loans, they may be gun-shy about 
borrowing in the first place. 

“What this current generation prob- 
ably learned is that owning a home is not 
always a good investment,” he said. 

Is that bad news for an economy so de- 
pendent on homeownership? 

“It is healthy for an economy if the 
lending that’s going on is going to lend 
to people that can pay it back,” Hay- 
ford said. “To have a sustainable, healthy 
economy, we wouldn't want people in 
this group to overextend themselves, to 
get in over their heads and buy homes 
too soon.” 


But caution may not be a virtue—and 
some research suggests that people who 
grow up in hard economic times may 
stick to their risk-averse habits to their 
detriment. 

Lisa Kahn of Yale’s School of Manage- 
ment tracked the economic success of 
those who graduated from college during 
the recession of the early 1980s. Even de- 
cades later, their earnings lagged behind 
those who graduated in better times. She 
theorizes that those who grow up in hard 
times may be less likely to feel confident 
taking risks. 

There are signs that credit use is on 
the upswing: The Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York reported last month that 
consumer debt increased by $241 billion 
in the last three months of 2013—the 
biggest quarter-to-quarter increase since 
2007. And the New York Fed credits 
younger age brackets—“The Young and 
the Riskless,” as they call them —for the 
bump in borrowing. 

Kaosa is still erring on the side of cau- 
tion. 

“T think we have seen people, espe- 
cially family members or neighbors and 
co-workers or whatnot, just generally 
people in society, who didn’t save their 
money and weren't responsible with 
their money,” she said. “And now they are 
working past the general retirement age 
of 65 and may not be able to retire. ... I 
think, for myself, I am financially steady. 
I do have to work for three different 
websites and sell my artwork to make 
everything work, but I am financially re- 
sponsible.” 

McBride, the Bankrate analyst, sees 
that as a good thing. 

“T think a lot of those habits will be 
beneficial,” he said. “The aversion to 
debt, reluctance to overspend and the 
inclination to save—that’s really the rec- 
ipe for financial success.”

‘Take heed, CTA and Pace riders. An an- 
nouncement is coming by the end of 
March on plans to make Ventra those 
transit services’ sole fare-payment system, 
a move that has been delayed for months 
by numerous technical glitches and bumpy 
customer service.

I never knew about frijoles. I didn’t know how they smell. I had no idea 
that the scent can be the one that welcomes you home. 

That was before I went to Pilsen, before I met Alexai Galaviz- 
Budziszewski and before I read his book, “Painted Cities,” to be released 
Tuesday. 

The book takes an intimate look at life growing up in Pilsen, just south 
of the Loop, where murals adorn the walls and that smell of frijoles and 
other fried foods tells Galaviz-Budziszewski he has returned home. 

“Painted Cities” transported me to a street corner where a young 
Galaviz-Budziszewski and his sister pretended to pan for gold in the run- 
off from a fire hydrant. I saw the view from the top of a pierogi factory, 
where he and a friend would throw rocks. I watched the late-night runs 
with his father to see buildings burn down. 

“I think it’s probably 90 percent true,” Galaviz-Budziszewski, 41, said 
of his collection of short stories as we met on a frigid February morning 
for a trip around Pilsen, the neighborhood that shaped him. 

Appropriately, 1817 S. May St. is our first stop— Galaviz-Budziszews- 
ki’s first home. The building has the same green awning and the paint 
on the door is peeling, but as we drive up he tells me, “Oh man, I miss 
that stoop.” At the same time, he said, revisiting the place he used to call 
home is “probably more sad than it is fun. I’m always surprised that I 
grew up here. It seems so desperate.” 

Amid his memories of youthful hijinks, Galaviz-Budziszewski weaves

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We visited a few places that illustrated 
this point. 

There was Guadalupe Reyes Park, affec- 
tionately renamed Boogie Park after a man 
who was killed trying to bring gangs together. 
“Side Streets,” one of the stories in “Painted 
Cities,” is loosely based on that event. 

We then turned down a 
storefront-filled stretch of 
18th Street just northeast 
of Harrison Park. It’s an 
area Galaviz-Budzisze- 
wski tried to avoid as a 
youngster. 

“This was a stretch, 
right by the park, where 
the gangs of that side of 
Pilsen would always fight. ... 

I never wanted to get caught 
in the middle of it,” he said. 

The gangs that ran the neighbor- 
hood were a constant presence in Galaviz- 
Budziszewski’s life, and he was forced to find 
a balance. 

“I think the kids that I knew, you had to 
have a lot of confidence to not fall into those 
little ruts,” he said of avoiding a violent path. 
He credits his family with keeping on the 
right track. 

Both of Galaviz-Budziszewski’s parents 
worked for social service agencies, and their 
unique perspective on Pilsen’s gang life pro- 
vided an advantage for their son. 

“People would come over for parties and 
there were leaders of the Ambrose [gang] 
over at our house,” he said. “My father was 
hanging out with them, not a lot, but there 
was an appreciation of them in that sense, 
just as people.” 

Galaviz-Budziszewski moved to nearby 
Heart of Chicago when he was 6 and left the 
area entirely for college at about 20. Today,

he lives in Berwyn with his wife, two children 
and a German shepherd. He drives his Ford 
Freestyle to work in La Grange, where he’s a 
counselor for students with disabilities, help- 
ing to find them jobs after high school. It’s a 
life he once considered a different world. 
“The scene has changed quite a bit— the 
new buildings, the hipster crowd— 
but two things remain,” Galaviz- 
Budziszewski later said via 
email. “That damn smell of 
manteca [lard} cooking and 
the sense of community, the 
attitude of community.” 
Controlling his emotions 
when revisiting these spots, 
either during our conversa- 
tion or in his writing, is dif- 
ficult, he said. 
“Every single day that’s the 
biggest struggle, because it can take 
a story where it just doesn’t need to go,” he 
said. “I’m always afraid of accessing too much 
of it, which makes it hard to read.” 

At first, Galaviz-Budziszewski wasn’t even 
aware his stories had been sent to a publish- 
er—a friend passed them on to McSweeney’s. 
It wasn’t until the collection was put together 
that he realized the neighborhood itself had 
become a character. 

“T don’t think that that was anything 
planned out in stories,” he said. “Once I read 
them all together, it was amazing that Pilsen 
is just a real, living, breathing thing.” 

We parted ways for the day, and I strolled 
around Pilsen to get my bearings in the 
neighborhood. Standing on a street corner, 

I inhaled a delicious smell—a little garlicky, 
definitely greasy. “Must be those frijoles,” I 
thought.

Wrestling fans tend 
to boo celebrities when 
they appear on WWE 
programming —just ask 
Diddy, Snooki and Maria 
Menounos. And with the crowd more hot-blood- 
ed than usual because of the absence of its beloved 
hometown hero CM Punk, who reportedly quit 
WWE in January because he believed he was 
being misused, it felt as if the “Breaking Bad” star 
and two-time Emmy winner, in town promoting 
his upcoming car racing film “Need for Speed,” 
was getting fed to the wolves.

“They got the Pinkman 
chant going, and I go, ‘It’s hard to win these guys 
over, but when you do, they'll love you forever.’” 

If only Hollywood worked that way. 

Paul was part of one of the most beloved TV 
shows of all time before it wrapped in September. 
Now he is making the transition from TV to film, 
with “Need for Speed.” 

Paul plays a streetcar racer who drives cross- 
country after getting released from prison to seek 
revenge on the man who framed him for murder. 
The film (in theaters Friday) co-stars Michael 
Keaton, Imogen Poots and rapper Kid Cudi and 


celebrate her spring issue cover. 
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is based on the car-racing video game franchise of 
the same name. 

On Thursday, Paul appeared on “Jimmy Kimmel 
Live” and at the Hollywood premiere of the film. 
There was almost no risk of getting booed or heck- 
led like at “Raw.” He didn’t have to win over the 
crowd. They were going to eat up everything he said 
and fawn over him no matter what. But actors can 
get that predictable adoration just about anywhere. 

You know what they can’t get anywhere? The
